A GLOOMY DAWNING. 


New York, Oct. 12.—The weathei 


at 7 a. m. today gave promise of an- 
other disappointment for the yacht- 
ing world. 
A heavy fog enveloped 


the upper bay and only the lightest 
of westerly airs was blowing. 


Reports from the Associated Press 


coast stations early in the day were 
decidedly gloomy. 
> 


Long Branch, at 7 a. m., said the 


wind was very light from the west, 
the sea smooth and observation only 
about one mile; Galilee said observa- 
tion there was not over a mile, with 
the same wind and sea conditions; 
Sandy Hook reported the wind west, 
between four and five miles an hour, 
with sea smooth. At 7:30 a. m. the 
Highlands of Navesink said observa- 
of about three miles an hour, and 
though the weather was fairly clear 
to the westward, from which direc- 
tion the wind was blowing at the rate 
of about thre miles an hour, and 
Long Beach, at 7:20 a. m., reported 
the westerly wind light, sea smooth 
and observation about three miles. 


The yachting people in the Horse- 


shoe were Up early and made prepar- 
ations for a race. On both the Co- 
lumbia and the Shamrock jib and 
stay sails were sent up in stops and 
the main sails were uncovered. The 
Columbia's men then went to break- 
fast on board the St. Michaels. The 
Shamrock's people breakfasted a lit- 
tle later. 


At 8:15 the Highlands reported 


that the wind had increased in 
strength and was blowing from- the 
north northwest. There was quite a 
ripple off shore and the coasters be- 
gan to make better time. 


The two^bers at that hour were 


just hidden by the fog inside the 
Horseshoe, but from the Highlands 
the whit* h^Jll and cream colored 
smokestack of the Erin could just be 
discerned. Old sailors and fishermen 
about the Highlands were much dis- 
appointed this morning at the shift 
of wind. 
Last night at 9 o'clock 


there was a fine breeze from the 
southwest, a most favorable quarter, 
and comparatively clear weather, al- 
though the sky was clouded. 
This 


led many of the old salts to predict 
that there would be a sailing breeze 
this morning. They were, therefore, 
somewhat surprised and disappointed 
to find a light north northwest breeze 
at daybreak today and to see a thick 
fog up to th northward. 


The weather bureau's predictions 


were also turned upside down, for in- 
stead of a southeast breeze with rain, 
the contrary was the case. 


At 8:45 the fog still hung densely 


over Sandy Hoook. but the breeze 
held well and seemed to have hauled 
slightly move to the north. 


New Yoik, Oct. 12.—The police de-

M. A. T. The letters were an inch 
and a quarter in height. 


There was nothing else about the 


bag that would lead to identification. 


There seems little doubt that this 


new fragment is a part of the body 
of the woman whose left thigh was 
found in West Twelfth street last 
Sunday, but unless the head or some 
portion of the body bearing a scar 
or birthmark should be found, the 
police despair of unraveling the mys- 
tery.

ACTS OF WAR COMMITTED. 


London, Oct .11.—Offical confirma- 


tion of the announcement that the 
Orange Free State burghers have en- 
tered Natal by way of Van Reenen's 
pass is at hand. It leaves no further 
room for doubt that acts of war have 
already been committed and that the 
campaign has begun. 


News of an invasion on the north- 


ern border is also generally accepted 
as reliable. 
It seems improbable, 


therefore, that a clash between the 
forces of Briton and Boer can long 
be delayed, if, indeed, it has not oc- 
curred already. 


THE MILITARY STATUS. 


This morning's dispatches furnish 


ample details of the situation on the 
frontier and enable a clearer exposi- 
tion of the military status. It now 
seems that the Boers intend to act in 
two columns, those from the Trans- 
vaal working from the north, and 
those from the Orange Free State 
working from the west, with the ob- 
ject of keeping the British forces at 
Ladysmith and Dundee occupied, 
while parties of Boers slip east to de- 
stroy the bridges along the railway 
forming the line of communication 
between the British Durban, Natal, 
the advanced base at Pietermaritz- 
burg, and the front. 


It is regarded as possible that the 


Boers will attempt to occupy Est- 
court, where there are only 100 men 
of the naval brigade, and the news 
that the Boers are raiding Zululand. 
in the neighborhood of Eshowe, is 
taken as a confirmation of this possi- 
bility. 


An easy road connects Eshowe and 


Estcourt 
through 
Greytown 
and 


Pampoennek, and from Greytown it 
is also an easy reach to Howick, to 
the south. If the bridges along the 
Umgeni river were destroyed, this 
would enormously increase the diffi- 
culty of reinforcing the 
British. 


However, it is still suspected that the 
entire Boer concentration on the 
frontiers of Natal may be merely an 
elaborate feint to draw off attention 
from Mafeking, which many experts 
regard as the real objective of the 
Boers. 
A successful dash 
there 


would give the Boers great prestige 
with disaffected Afrikanders in Cape 
Colony.

VIOLENCE IN NEW HEBRIDES. 


San Francisco, Oct. 12.—A special 


to the Call from Victoria, B. C., says: 
According to advices received in let- 
ters from the New Hebrides, two men 
of war, one British and one French, 
acting in concert, have been sup- 
pressing bands of biigands which 
have been robbing and looting the 
native villages and in many cases 
the stores of the traders in the south- 
ern Pacific archipelago. At Segon a 
band of twelve or fifteen escaped con- 
victs from the French prison at New 
Caledonia, who since their escape in 
a stolen schooner, five months ago, 
had been robbing and raiding, were 
killed and their camp destroyed. At 
Lepers' island, where the governor 
was killed some time ago, two ships 
fired upon and destroyed the native 
villages. On another island several 
native women had been seized by 
"beach combers" and in revenge the 
natives made prisoners of seven mis- 
sionaries—five Catholics and 
two 


Protestants—who were rescued by the 
warships.

Washington, Oct. 12.—The follow- 


ing official statement was issued by 
the state department today: 


'Tha president has received a large 


number of petitions, signed by many 
citizens of distinction, 
requesting 


him to tender the mediation of the 
United States to settle the differences 
existing between the government of 
Great Britain and that of the Trans- 
vaal. He has received other petitions 
on the same subject, some of them 
desiring him to make common cause 
with Great Britain to redress 
the 


wrongs alleged to have been suffered 
by the outlamlers and especially by 
American citizens in the Transvaal, 
and others wishing him to assist the 
Boers against alleged aggression. 


"It is understood that the presi- 


dent does not think it expedient to 
take action in any of these directions. 
As to taking sides with either party 
to the dispute, it is not to be thought 
of. 
As to mediation, the president 


has received no intimation from 
either of the 
countries 
interested 


that the mediation of the 
United 


States would be accepted, nnd in the 
absence of .such intimation from both 
parties, there Is nothing in the rules 
of international usage to justify an 
offer of mediation in the present cir- 
cumstances. 


It is known that the president 


sincerely hopes and desires that hos- 
tilities may be avoided, but if un- 
fortunately they should come to pass, 
the means of this government will be 
directed—as they are at present— to 
seeing that neither our national in- 
terests nor those of our citizens shall 
suffer unnecessary injury."

Not- 
withstanding his protest, the present 
library site was purchased, nnd it is 
the policy of the board that the earn- 
ings of the school fund shall go, as 
far as possible, to pay for it. I am 
informed that these earnings have

its own systems. The small town 01 
the great city, under the indepen' 
dent method, ceases to become a ploy^ 
thing- of a gigantic combine, and the 
telephone becomes what it should be 
a most useful and beneficial cog.il 
the machinery of every-day business 


"The question of Interstate' tolls 


and systems is as yet hardly more 
than a theory, but on Friday, repro 
sentatives of independent telephone 
companies from five states met in 
Chicago, and the matter is still un 
cler discussion.

Meanwhile the train 
bearing home the Thirteenth Minne- 
sota volunteers from the Philippines 
arrived and was greeted with tre- 
mendous cheering. 
The regiment 


formed in line at the head of Nicollet 
avenue. Carriages bearing President 
McKinley and his cabinet drew up 
and took their position at the head 
of the column. 


The procession moved shortly after 


1 o'clock, passing down Nicollet ave- 
nue to the center of the city. 
At 


Tenth street the president 
entered 


the reviewing stand, the Philippine 
veterans passing before him. As the 
rear guard passed 
the 
reviewing 


stand the president entered his car- 
riage and drove by a shorter route 
to the exposition building. Here the 
the principal events of the day took 
place. In the building, in which the 
republican convention of 1892 nom- 
inated Benjamin Harrison for presi- 
dent of the United States under the 
chairmanship of William McKinley, 
was spread a feast for the Minnesota 
volunteers.

At the conclusion of the banquet 


President McKinley was introduced 
by President Cyrus Northrop, of the 
University of Minnesota.

longed applause. He said:

THE TREATY WITH SPAIN. 
"The treaty of peace with Spain, 


which gives us the Philippines, Porto 
Rico and Guam, met with some oppo- 
sition in the senate, but was ratified 
by that body by more than a two- 
thirds vote; while in the house the 
appropriation of $20,000,000 was met 
with little or no opposition. 


"As in the case of the Louisiana 


purchase and Alaska, the opponents 
of the treaty were in the minority 
and the star of hope to an oppressed 
people was not extinguished. 
The 


future of these new possessions is in 
the keeping of congress, and congress 
is the servant of the people. 
That 


they will be retained under the be- 
nign soverignity of the United States 
I do not permit myself to doubt. That 
they will prove a rich and invaluable 
heritage, I feel assured. 
That con- 


gress will provide for them a gov- 
ernment which will bring them bless- 
ings, which will promote their ma- 
terial interests as well as advance 
their people in the path of civiliza- 
tion and intelligence, I confidently 
believe. They will not be governed 
as vassals or serfs or slaves—they 
will be given a government of liberty, 
regulated by law, honestly adminis- 
tered without oppressing exactions, 
taxation without tyranny, justice 
without bribe, education without dis- 
tinction of social conditions, freedom 
of religious worship and protection 
In life, liberty and the pursuitof hap- 
piness."

7,818 CARS MOVED IN ONE DAY 


COULD DOUBLE THE BUSINESS 


IF HAD CABS. 


FIGURING ON A NEW BUILDING 


WABASH OFFICIALS WILL DE- 


CIDE ON PLANS. 


On the 5th inst. the Wabnah 


moved the greatest number of freight 
cars in its history. A letter from C. 
B. Adams, superintendent of trans- 
portation, to the division superin- 
tendents, trainmasters and freight 
agents, congratulating them upon the 
heavy business from their respective 
territories and the manner in which 
it wits handled, reads in part as fol- 
lows: 


"I believe that yesterday was the 


high water mark on loads moved. 
The loaded movement yesterday on 
the Wabash was 3,490 loaded cars 
and 2,328 empties. 
This is indeed 


very gratifying. 
We stand for the 


first five days in October this year 
24,985 loads against 23,596 for the 
same period last year, and you will 
remember that October, 1898, was a 
very heavy month, amounting all 
told to 143,482 loaded cars. 


"I think we are to be congratulated 


on this movement. • We could in- 
crease it to 6,000 loads a day or more 
if we had the cars. I give you this 
to show you what we are doing and 
Tvith the hope that you will especial- 
ly impress all concerned with the im- 
portance of the prompt loading and 
unloading of the equipment and the 
movement of empty cars." 


12,098,310 toils of bituminous coal on 
lines in the state of Pennsylvania 
alone, says the Chicago Becord. This 
showing is one of the most gratifying 
ever made by the company, far sur- 
passing that of the year immediately 
before. Nearly all of this tremendous 
oatput was mined in the Pittsburg 
district. 
A statistical freight man. 


has figured that the transportation 
of the output brought into service 
302,257 forty-ton loads, or 7,556 
forty-car trains, a greater traffic than 
the aggregate freight shipments of 
any one of several big roads.

output did not include the coal 
handled on the lines of the company 
west.of the Smoky City. Two-thirds
